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CARTER ON IRRIGATION,

The Distinguished Moaianan's Views on
ihe Trentment of Arid Lands,
Thomas I1. Carter in the New York Recorder,

Very littie desirable pubiie land re
mains unapproprated outside of the
boundaries of what may be termed the
arid region. That the dem and for hemes
on the public demain s greater than
ever before in the countey’s Listory may
reasonably be inferred frcm recent exs
perience in the opening of Oklahoma
Territory for seitlcm o nt,.  On an average
there appeared upon the ground, within
twenty-four hours afier the land was
thrown open for setticment by the prosi-
dent’s proclamation, at least two  quali-
fled entrymen for every desirable quarter
section of land in the erritory. la con-
sequence of the abnormal demand
and the limted acrcage confl cung
clams arose which havo resuit <l in
long, vexatious and expensive  eon'esis,
This unusual demand tor land in Osla-
homa did not arise b cause of any spoecial
preference for the elimate or soil, but Les
cause of the very lmied arca ot publie
land remaining upon which o settler ean
raise crops without artific al irrigation.
There are millions of aeres of land i the
arid region with soil «qual f not sup rior
1o that tound in Okiauoma, in scetions of
the counury where the e |
desirable, upon which no o
settle, for the reason thal a wal 1
for irrigating purposes cannot be sccured
at such expeise as the setilers are able
undergo.

1t bas been demonstrated that these
and lands, when reela med by o csuflicient
water supply proper for urgation, jros
duce ahuulr.ull erops for an inde e

joul of tne, and with unfailing regu-
arity. Warer comlueted from sireams or
reservoirs to the land and  disiributed
over its surlace in the proeess of iFriga-
tion seems 1o act as a poweriul fertising
agent.

Generally speaking, the water supply
in the flowing streams is inadegquate dur-
ing the wrigation scasoti—which u-ually
covers the months of June, Juy and
August—1o irrigate any great oxwent of
country. The supply thus available has
been 1o a vory gr-al exient appropriated
b+ early scttiers on what is twermed the
first or crcek botiom lands, In conses
quence it s manilestly necessary, in
urder 1o secure a waler supply for the ex-
tensive plaans whieh siretch many
miles on cither side of nearly every stream,
that the flow of water through the entire
year should be swred aud conducted from
the rescrvoirs 1 canals during the i
rigating season to the lands to be cult-
wated,

Owing to the clevation of these plat-
eaus above the level ol the streams, it is
trequently necessary 1o construct canals
mauy mins in wth om a slight grade in
order 1o conduct the water of (e stream
w the highest point on t land to be re-
cluimed, Again, i der 10 store the
water supply of the entire year, for use
during e scuson when it s necded, res-
ervoirs of greatl eapacity must be con-
stiucted, and ot such sireugth as will jn-
sure the safety of poorsons residing in the
vailley below.  Unuil sueh reservoirs and
canals shall have been construeied the
reclamation of the great body of arud
lands canvol be aceomphishedy wid unul
this 1 accompiished settiement and cul-
uvation cannol take place,
